MORE COUNTY BOYS IN ARMY DIE OF NON- 
BATTLE CAUSES THAN KILLED IN ACTION 


Fou rteen Hamlin area serv ice men 
in the Army w’ere listed as dead in 
a release su bmitted last week to The 
Herald by the War Department at 
Washington. 
They were part of the 
6 2 casu alties nu mbered in the Jones 
Cou nty list. 
No casu alty lists hav e been issu ed 
y et by the War Department of boy s 
serv ing in the Nav y or Marine Corps. 
Of the 
14 Hamlin section men 
listed as dead, fiv e were k illed in 
action, six died of non-battle cau ses 
and deaths of three were declared 
u nder pu blic law. 


First consolidated listing of Army 
dead and missing in World War II— a 
compilation of the nam es'of nearly 
310,000 men and women who gav e 
their liv es in the nation’s serv ice— 
was su bmitted by states and cou nties. 
For the nation, ov erall death and 
missing rate of 2.98 per cent from 
all cau ses was indicated by the list­ 
ing. 
Of more than 10,000,000 men 
and women mobilized into the Army 
between the presidential declaration 
of u nlimited national emergency on 
May 27 , 194 1, and the conclu ding 
date of the stu dy , Janu ary 31, 194 6 , 
a total of 307 ,5 5 4 had been k illed in 
action, died of other cau ses or be­ 
came missing, later to be determined 
dead. In addition, 1,4 24 persons were 
still carried as missing on Janu ary 31, 
194 6 , bringing the total nu mber of 
names in the list to 308 ,97 8 . 


Of the total, 5 7 .1 per cent, nu m­ 
bering 17 6 ,4 32, were listed as k illed 
in action. 
Other casu alty 
break ­ 
downs showed that 25 ,4 93 ( 8 .25 per 
cent) died of wou nds su ffered in 
combat; 929 (0.3 per cent) died of 
combat inju ries; 
8 5 ,219 (27 .6 per 
cent) died other than in battle, and 
19,4 81 (6 .3 per cent) were adminis­ 
trativ ely determined to hav e died. 
The missing figu re of 1,4 24 repre­ 
sents 0.4 5 per cent of the total. 
Tex as casu alties wrere 
listed as 
follows: Killed in action, 8 ,4 03; died 
of wou nds, 1,16 6 ; died of inju ries, 
4 8 ; died non-battle, 4 ,935 ; 
finding 
of death, 1,135 ; missing, 7 8. 
Total 
deaths for Tex as were 15 ,7 6 4 — six th 
in rank of states in casu alties. 


State of Tex as contained 4 .7 8 per 
cent of the popu lation of the United 
States and possessions (ex clu ding the 
Philippine Islands) in 104 0 and con­ 
tribu ted 5 .00 per cent of the total 
nu mber who entered the Army . 
Of 
these men and women of Tex as who 
went to war, 2.91 per cent failed to 
retu rn. 
This figu re represents 4 .7 2 
per cent of the Army ’s total dead 
and missing. 
Most u nu su al point in connection 
with the deaths listed for Jones Cou n­ 
ty is that more were listed as dy ing 
of non-battle cau ses (sick ness, homi­ 
cide, accidents, etc.) than k illed in 
action. 
In only fou r other cou nties 
in Tex as was this tru e.

allowances u nder the G. I. Bill of 


Rights, which is administered by the 
TUCC in Tex as throu gh agreement 
with 
the Veterans Administration. 
Pay ments u nder the G. I. Bill come 
from monies su pplied by the VA ou t. 
of congressional appropriations for 
that pu rpose. 
Ou r economy will be u nbalanced 
u ntil these v eterans find jobs, Dona­ 
than declared, ex plaining that this 
was not only a local problem bu t 
nation-wide. 
Ev ery one has got to 
help becau se ou r post-war economy 
is not absorbing them fast enou gh. 
Thes y ou ng v eterans want the k ind 
of jobs on which they can bu ild a 
fu tu re, get married and raise a fam­ 
ily . 
Donathan said that in the few in­ 
stances where the v eterans hav e re­ 
fu sed su itable jobs, their allowances 
hav e been stopped as prov ided in the

CHIEF ITEMS TO INCREASE 
AS PRICE CLAMPS OFF 


Prices of certain food items were 
reflecting the greatest u pward trend 
of prices this week in Hamlin as the 
second wo k of listed restrictions 
by the Office of Price Administra­ 
tion neared its end. 
In fact, cost 
of 
foods was 
the major cost-of- 
liv ing item affected by rises tnat 
are ex pected in many lines. 
Practically all dry goods, fu rni­ 
tu re and hardware concerns had an­ 
nou nced that present stock s of goods 
w'ou ld be sold at ceding prices or be­ 
low. 
With receipt of new- stock s, 
prices from manu factu rers wou ld be 
the determining factor in retail sales 
prices. 
In a check -u p Wednesday by a 
Herald representativ e in Hamlin food 
stores, 
these were the 
major in­ 
creases posted: 
Milk wtas q u oted in grocery stores 
in Hamlin at 18 cents per q u art. Old 
price was 15 cents per q u art. 
Two 
cents of this increase wras cau sed, 
dairy men sai, by remov al of a two- 
cents-per-q u art su bsidy which had 
been paid by the gov ernment. 
Bread was priced at 13 cents for 
the pou nd loaf and ‘17 cents for the 
larger loaf. 
This wras an increase 
of two cents per loaf du ring the past 
10 day s. 
OPA had permitted a one- 
cent increase in bread price abou t 
a month ago. 
Price of pork rev ealed the biggest 
rise in food prices. 
Adv ances du r­ 
ing the past week amou nted to 15 
and 20 cents per pou nd. 
One Ham­ 
lin store posted 85 cents per pou nd 
for break fast bacon. 
Beef cu ts were 
u p 10 to 15 cents per pou nd. 
Bu tter was bringing 85 and 90 
cents per pou nd. 
Former price was

“ These loafer hens have meat in; 
and flavor that y ou will not find in 
y oung r birds.” Miss Nabors contin­ 
ues. 
The following tips may prove help­ 
ful in canning the culls from y our 
flock: Miss Nabors recommends bon­ 
ing before the chicken is canned. She 
say s both glass jars and tin cans 
make satisfactory containers. 
But when it comes to processing 
the chicken, the only safe method is 
to use the steam pressure canner. 
No alternate choice is recommended. 
If y ou have never canned chicken 
before— or if y ou would like to have 
laboratory tested directions to follow 
-y ou will find them in Extension 
Service publication B-88, ‘‘Poultry : 
Dressing,

COUNTY AGENT SAYS COUNTY BOUND TO 
HAVE HEAVY COTTON PEST INFESTATION 


Eivery cotton farmer who had boll 
weevils and flea hoppers in his cotton 
last year can rest assured that he will 
have them again this year if he plant­ 
ed cotton. 
This was the definite announce­ 
m ent made this week by County 
Agent H. C. Stanley Jr., who reports 
■that his business in the poisoning 
Irealm has been plenty good in recent 
|days with Jones County farmers. 
According to the United States De­ 
p a rtm en t of Agriculture every sev­ 
e n th bale of cotton in the United 
States is lost to insects. 
And they 
tell us that there is not a cotton 
6urplus any more. 
The price outlook 
.for cotton is good. 
“ Are you going to beat those cot- 
|ton insects to the draw with poison 
or are you going to let them beat 
[you?” is the question Stanley asks 
Hamlin area cotton raisers in a spe- 
fcial release to The Herald. 
In the 
release he continues: 
Mistake we usually make is letting 
. out cotton get heavily infested with 
boll weevils and hoppers before we 
ever start poisoning. 
In order to beat the boll weevil, we 
must 3tart poisoning at the time the 
squares start forming. 
The adult 
boll weevil is in the field ready to 
start laying eggs when the 
first 


squares form. 
If you kill this first 
crop of weevils and then the second, 
you can get an early crop of cotton 
to “ set,” thus saving more expensive 
late season control. 
As we are sure to have a heavy 
infestation 
of 
cotton 
insects this 
year, I am going t6 pass on to you 
the fo-llawing recommendations for 
their control: 


F o r Boll W e e v i l s 


Calcium arsenate dust at the rate 
of five to seven pounds per acre at 
each application is recommended. 
1.— Pre-square control: The dust 
should be applied just before the cot­ 
ton starts squaring. 
It may be nec­ 
essary to make a second application 
five days later. 
2.—Control after squares are form­ 
ed: Infestation counts should be made 
at weekly intervals after cotton be­ 
gins 
squaring. 
If 
infestation 
is 
heavy, if the cotton is growing “rank” 
on rich soil, or the season rainy, five 
more applications may be necessary. 
If the infestation is light, three appli­ 
cations at five-day intervals should 
control the weevils.

nate applications. 
Where only tWo 
or three applications of calcium ra- 
senate are used to control boll wee­ 
vils, aphids are usually not of major 
importance. 
4.— Pink Boll Worm and Boll Wee­ 
vil: Plowing under stalks as prescrib­ 
ed by the State Department of Agri­ 
culture regulations is an important 
step in controlling these pests.

Sho uld Be Used with 
Ca utio n, Sa y s Ag ent 


New pressure sauce pans, cook ers 
and canners coming on the mark et 
are proving very popular in their 
time- and work -saving qualities. But 
the National Safety Council cautions 
housewives, through H annah Nabors, 
Jones County home demonstration 
agent, that any k ind of a pressure 
vessel is a very definite hazard if 
not controlled properly . 


There are many mak es and models 
of pressure cook ers. 
All of them 
operate on the same general phy sical 
principles, but vary in details of op­ 
eration. 
Here are some suggestions 
from the council to help y ou get the 
proper results from y our pressure 
cook er and to use it safely : 


First, 
follow the m anufacturer’s 
directions ex actly . 
A “ trial run” us­ 
ing only water would help familiarize 
y ou with each step of the operation. 


Keep 
all 
openings 
to 
pressure 
valves, vents and to pressure gauges 
clean a t all times, using a small wire 
or pipe cleaner instead of a tooth­ 
pick or match stick that might break 
off. 
Know how each part of y our cook ­ 
er work s. 
If a part is lost or dam­ 
aged, order replacements supplied by 
the m anufacturer. 


Use ex actly the am ount of water 
and food recommended in the direc­ 
tions. 
Overloading a sauce pan may 
cause the vent to become stopped up 
with food particles. 


A djust and lock the cover securely 
as directed by the m anufacturer. 
W ait until the pressure is at zero 
and until the ex cess steam has been 
released before unlock ing the cover
